VV hat 
made the daughter of Ipht ah deſire two moneths 
to goe to the mountaines to bewaile her yirginitic 
fore ſhe dicd? was it not her barrennes? for it was 
counted as a ſhame in 1/ael to dic without chil- 
dren. Iudg. 11. 30. The Grecian women accompted 
their age, from that day they were Brides, and not 
from the day of their birth; for then (ſay they) we 
enter the world, when wee haue children to take 
charge of. VV hen Rahel had for a time left child- 
bearing, ſne was content to ſuffer her maide Bilhah 
to beate vpon her knees, to couer her vnftuitfulnes 
as though it came from het, Gen. 30. g. ſot barrennes 
was counted as a curſe, becauſe fruitfulnes came of 
Gods bleſsing, who ſaid, [ncreaſe and multiplic : 
barrennes is a ſigne of diſobedience, for the Lord 
hath promiſed to thoſe that feare him, T here ſhall 
none cait 2 or be barren. Exod. 23. 26. It 
is ſaid, the Lord ſhut yp euery wombe of the houlc 


of Abimelech, and why? ftorapuniſhment of ſinne, 
becauſe of Saral, Cen 20.18. The barren woman 
enioyes not the promiſe, which God made to them 
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that were maried, to haue ifſue,but principally ſhee 
e to A- 


is depriued of that promiſe that God ma 
braham,that he would increaſe his ſeede. Therfore 
let no man lightly eſteeme of children, as many do, 
which accompt them rather a charge, than a bliſ- 
ſing, a trouble, than a benefit: for, as they bee argu- 
ments of the loue of God, as may appeare in an- 
nah, whoſe ptaier the Lord remembred, 7. Sam. r. 
19, ſo they be meanes to increaſe mutuall loue be- 
tweene man and wife; for after Tea had borne a 
ſonne, ſhe was perſwaded her husband would loue 
her and keepe het companie, Gen. 29.32.34. Not- 
withſtanding, as godly children are a great gift of 
God, ſo the wicked ate a great griefe to the parets; 
once a renowne,the other a reproach to them. Now 
manic will ſay, A good tree bringeth foorth good 
frute, & ſo condemne the parents, by their childres 
impietie: but let no man iudge raſhly, for it falleth 
out ſometime by men, as in other matters: there are 
few trees that beare frute, but haue ſome windfalls; 


few gardens that bring forth lowrs,bur haue ſome 


weeds; few men that have iſſue, bur ſome prone e- 
uill. Noah had Cham aſwell as Sem, A braham,1/s 
mael aſwell as Iſaac, Dauid A bſolom aſwell as Sa- 
lomõ : yet Noah, Abraham, & Dauid werte the chil- 
dren of God. But I will omit this matter, and mani- 
teſt my meaning by an example. 

There is one that dwelleth by me, that is verie 
vvcalthie, who hath but three ſonnes to impart his 
living to, he hath beſtowed great coſt. ypon the el-
